REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The applicant 
has shown that the dyes of the instant application show unexpectedly better heat 
resistance and moisture resistance when compared to similar dyes in the prior art. The 
examiner has allowed the claims pertaining to the dyes and to their use in near-infrared 
light blocking filters because the unexpected properties of the dyes of the instant claims, 
shown in the affidavit of 1 1/24/2008 and including a high dye residual ratio (dye 
retention ratio) at high temperatures, are also recognized as being favorable properties 
for dyes used in optical recording media.
